Why are we 
harboring 
our 
one 
room schools 
where one teacher teaches all eight 
grades when they could be consol­ 
idated? 
Why don’t, we advance with the 
communities around us? 
This year 
in Butler county, they did not open 
seven one room schools and just re­ 
cently closed the eighth. They find 
this helps in solving the problem of 
teacher shortage and all children 
a>e getting equal rights in their edu­ 
cation. 
Records show in Perry township 
that 
the one room school pupil,' 
are two to three years behind the 
ones privileged to attend consoli­ 
dated schools. 
I am not blaming 
the teachers. 
No teacher, I don’t 
care how good he is. can teach 
as 
much 
in 
ten 
minutes (the 
length of one period in the one 
room school» as one who has forty 
minutes to a period «the length of 
one 
period 
in

school). 
In some townships in Lawrence 
county they do not have any one 
room 
schools, 
the 
pupils 
being 
hauled 
to 
consolidated 
schools. 
Some 
are
